Safe going to fetch them, re- 
turn d _= in a Moment, and preſented them 
with a Flute of her own Country Faſhion, ano- 
ther of the Perfian fort, and a Tabor. Each 
Man took the Inſtrument he lik'd, and all Three 
together began to play a Tune, The Ladies 
Who knew the words of a merry Song that 
ſaited the Air, join'd the Conſort with their 
Voices; but the words of the Song made them 
now and then ſtop, and fall into exceſſive Laugh- 
ter. 

At the height of this Diverſion, and when 
the Company was in the midſt of their Jollity, 
ſome Body knocks at the Gate; Safe left off 
finging, and went to ſee who it was : but, Sir,

r not idle, but ſwept the Room, put 
every thing again in its Place, ſnuff'd the Can- 

dles, and put freſh Aloes and Ambergreeſe to 
them, and then pray'd the three Calenders to 
fir down upon the Sofa on one ſide, — the Ca- 
life with his Companions on the other: As to 
the Porter, ſhe ſays to him, Get up and prepare 
your ſelf to ſerve in what we are going about;

had gone through had ſo much abated my Cu- 
rioſity, that | gave Orders to fteer back tomy 
own Coaſts; but I perceived at the ſame time; 
that my Pilot knew not where we were. Upon 
the tothday, a Sea-man being ſent to look out 
for Land from the Main-maſt head, he gave no- 
tice that on Starboard and Larboard, he cou'd 
ſee nothing but the Sky and the Sea, which 
bounded the Horizon; but juſt before us, upon 
our Stem, he faw a great blackneſs. 

The Pilot chang'd colour at this Relation, 
and throwing his Turban on the Deck with one 
Hand, and beating his Face with t'other, cri- |

my Power to prevent it. Having ſpoke thus, 
he fell a crying like a Man who foreſaw una» B 
voidable Ruin; his Deſpair put the whole 
Ship's Crew into a Terror.

He told me thei 
Tempeſt, which we had out-hiv'd, had brought 
us fo far out of our Courſe, that to Morrow® 
about Noon we ſhall come near to that black 
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Ptace, which is nothing elſe but the black 
Mountain, that is a Mme 7 Adamant, which 
at this very Minute draws all your. Fleet to- 
ward zit, by virtue of the Iron and Nails that 
are in your Ships; ard when we come to mor- 
row at a certain diſtance, the ſtrength of the 
Adamant will have ſuch a force, that all the 
Nails will be drawn out of the fides and bottoms 
of the Ships, and faſten'd to the Mountain, fo 
that your Veſſel will fall to pieces, and {ink to 
the bottom. And as the Adamant has a Virtue 
to draw all Iron to it, whereby its attraction be- 
comes ſtronger, this Mountain on the (ide of th 
Sea is all cover d over with Nails drawn out © 
an infinite number of Veſſels that have Periſh'd 
by it 3 and this preſerves and augments its virtue 
at the fame time. 

This Mountain, continued the Pilot, is very

rude a , I reveng'd her of her Siſters Inhu- 
manity, by changing them into Bitches : But if 
your Majeſty commands it, I will reſtore them 
to their natural Shape.
